Ancient Mission 


To Be Restored 


Santa JJurbani Will Collect 9900,000 
. to ItcbulM Historic Structure— 


Twite J'urtly iK^lrojed bj Earth 
Trejiioi s.

Santa Barbara, Cal., July 22.— 


Silver bells at Santa Barbara's world- 
famous Old Mission, which for more 
than a century have sent their notet 
acrosb green lawna and gardens to 
the purple hills and blue mountains 
fcurroundins the city, are to ring 
again. 


The historic misUon, 
fearfully 


wrecked by the earthquake which 
half destrojed Santa Baibara the 
morning of June 29, will be restored, 
luiuls lor that purpose now pouring 
in from all sections ot the world. 


Newspapers, absoclations and so- 


die behind the movement to 


rebuild the mis&ion, and their goal Is 
the sum of ?500,000, which will In- 
sure complete restoration 
ot the 


wrecked structure. 


Both towers of the mission, which 


carried the bells, were destroyed. In- 
side the church the damage was ex- 
tremely hea-vy and practically the en- 
tire structure will be rebuilt. 


Built In 1780. 


Built in 1786, the Santa Barbara 


Mission was the best presoned, prior 
to the earthquake, of any of the old 
California missions, all 
of which 


were constructed by Franciscan friara 
as they journeyed northward from 
San Diego. 


Constructed of unburned brick and 


stone by priests and Indians with a 
few crude tools and without steel, for 
years the missions have held first 
place for romantic and historic his- 
tory among both residents and vlilt- 
ors in California. 


Twice the mission here has been 


half destroyed by earthquakes. 


In 1813 the present structure wai 


badly damaged by a quake, but later 
was fully, restored. 


Pray In Ruins. 


Every day since the earthquake the 


friars have conducted masses In the 
mission hayfleld adjoining the ruins. 


Before an altar placed beneath the 


trees the bronzed padres, in their 
cowled robes of brown, have knelt In 
the dust. 


It is related that a few minutes af- 


ter the earthquake rocked Santa Bar- 
bara, the fathers at the old mission, 
first rescuing many of the aged friars 
from the ruins, gathered besides the 
still cracking walls of the historic 
structure and prayed.
